The trip was part of prog- 
ram “Close Up,” a nonpar- 
tisan, nonprofit forum on 
the involvement of youth in 
government. The program 
concentrated on a series of 
seminars, workshops and 
question-and-answer ses- 
sions designed to help stu- 
dents formulate opinions on 
issues before federal legis- 
lators and policy advisors. 

During their week in 
Washington, students met 
with California con- 
gressmen and senators, and 
held meetings with Penta- 
gon officials and represen- 
tatives of Georgetown Uni- 
versity’s Law Center. And 
despite the city’s slow re- 
covery from it’s record: 20- 
inch snowfall, students 
were also able to attend a 
performance of ‘The King 
and I.” 

Since 1975, over 2,700 Bay 
Area residents have taken 
part in the Close Up prog- 
ram.

ALBANY — At the last 
meeting of the Board of 
Education of the Albany 
Unified School District, 
Ralph Stone, president of 
the Albany Teachers’ As- 
sociation addressed the 
members and Superinten- 
dent Charles E. McCully. 


Stone submitted proposed 
changes. in. the contract of 
the teachers. due for con- 
sideration this year. He 
said the Association’s de- 
mands are modest and that 
they are not. in the sense of 
the word “‘demands’’ but 
modifications of the exist- 
ing contract. There is 
“simply an addendum to 
the contract being submit- 
ted.” 


No action was taken on 
his request, the Board wait- 
ing to determine the 
amount of state aid forth- 
coming for the budget.

ALBANY — Looking 
back into the years, former 
Police Chief Lloyd Jester 
has come up with more 
memories of Albany in the 
days prior to World War II. 

The second elected Chief 
of the Albany Police De- 
partment, Chief Jester 
came to Albany from the 
United States Government 
where he had been an un- 
dercover agent, also known 
during Prohibition days as 
a ‘“‘Prohi,’”’ for the Justice 
department. 

According to Jester, Al- 
bany had a crack pistol 
team in 1938. Stan Williams, 
who subsequently became 
Chief when Jester entered 
the service during World 
War II, and Jester were the 
only two members from the 
Pilice Department. The 
other two members were 
Betty Cline and Charles 
Moore, both special officers 
with the force. For the next 
five years the team at- 
tended meets throughout 
the state and participated

ALBANY — This is ‘'Na- 
tional Employ the Older 
Worker Week,’ and job 
placement field offices 
throughout California will 
be participating in the an- 
nual campaign to assist 
jobseekers age 40 or older 
overcome artificial age 
barriers to employment. 

Persons aged 40 and over 
constitute about 36 percent 
of California’s civilian 
population of slightly more 
than 22 million. Statewide, 
as nationally, about 40 per- 
cent of the labor force is 
comprised of men and 
women aged 40 and over. 

Studies have shown that 
workers hired after the age 
of 40 tend to attain higher 
performance ratings within 
a shorter period of time 
than those hired before the 
age of 30. Peak perfor- 
mance was reached bet- 
ween the ages of 51 and 55 in 
one survey, and between 
the ages of 56 and 60 in 
another. 

The number of days lost 
per 100 workdays for all 
reasons decreased as age 
increases. In every age 
group above 50 years, 
workers lost fewer 
scheduled workdays than 
those in any age group 
below 50. 

In addition, workers 40 or 
over aul their jobs less 
than half as often as 
younger workers. Workers 
In the 45-64 age group are 
only half as likely to change 
jobs as persons in the 25 to 
44-year-old group. 

The.State Employment 
Development Department 
Agency plans to meet with 
employers and unions to 
encourage the hiring of 
older workers, urging them 
to hire on the basis of abil- 
ity, experience and qualifi- 
cations, regardless of age.

EBMUD urged 
to keep life 
line rate low 


ALBANY — At a public 
hearing in Albany last 
week, citizens asked the 
East Bay Municipal 
Utilities District to keep re- 
duced water rates for low 
water users. 

The public consensus was 
that the new water rate 
structure should encourage 
conservation, even at the 
cost of higher individual 
rates, as long as the district 
maintained the reduced 
“lifeline” rate to individu- 
als who use less than 3,740 
gallons a month — a group 
which included low-income 
and elderly citizens. 

Under the current rate 
structure, water costs de- 
cline from 44 cents a unit 
for users just above the 
“lifeline” level, to 37 cents 
a unit for the largest indust- 
rial users. A unit is 748 gal- 
lons of H20. 

James McGrath of Ber- 
Keley said the most en- 
couraging structure for 
conservation would be a un- 
iform rate for all levels of 
consumption, with a 
“Jifeline’’ at the lower end, 
or a rate that declined 
much less steeply than the 
current one. 

Stephen Blumenkrantz of 
the Citizens Action League 
(CAL) a utilities lobbying 
group, agreed that the 
“discounts’’ to large in- 
dustrial users should stop. 
CAL also called for a rate 
structure that would be 
simple enough for everyone 
to understand. 

The five - year - old non- 
rofit citizens lobby chal- 
enged five members of the 

EBMUD board to account 
for their ties to big water 
users. CAL spokeswoman 
Nancy Matthews charged

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that five directors are con-

The present board has 
been accused of high 
handed tactics in running 
roughshod over the resi- 
dents and not abiding by the 
rules and regulations of the 
ownership of the con- 
dominiums. The Board is 
charged with the operation 
of the complex as the buil- 
ders, Insterstate General, 
turned that phase of the op- 
eration over to the owners 
of the apartments upon 
completion. The Board is 
charged with common area 
maintainance and collect- 
ing of the charges for CAM. 

Another bone of conten- 
tion is the filing of a suit 
against the builders, In- 
terstate General.

The attorney, An- 
thony Theophilos, said, ac- 
cording to reports, he has 
been in touch with In- 
terstate and they have ag- 
reed to certain repairs, but 
they asked for time on 
others until somethin 
could be worked out wit 
the general contractors who 
built the edifice. 

Following the discussion, 
it was determined to pursue 
the suit. Costs were esti- 
mated to run from $15,000 to 
$50,000, not including fees to 
be paid expert witnesses.

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Laetrile is derived 
primarily from apricot pits, 
which contain a high pe ” 
centage of cyanide. Dis- 
pensing the substance for 
cancer is illegal in Califor- 
nia, although its possession 
is not a crime. 

Richardson, his office 
manager Ralph S. Bowman 
and two other men were 
convicted in 1977 of engag- 
ing in a conspiracy to 
smuggle the drug from 
Mexico. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals let stand their 
conviction in 1978 and the 
Supreme Court Monday re- 
fused to hear Richardson 
and Bowman's appeal. The 
court gave no explanation 
for its action. 

Joseph Brill, the lawyer 
for Richardson and Bow- 
man, argued that the gov- 
ernment's prosecution of: 
the two men constituted 
“an unjustifiable attack 
upon the use of Laetrile.”’ 

“Every transaction de- 
tailed in the voluminous 
evidence was obviously 
calculated to implant in the 
minds of the jurors that 
those accused — and 
numerous others — were 
trafficking in some de- 
leterious, dangerous or 
poisonous substance 
against which’ the protec- 
tion of the public was 
paramount,’ Brill stated. 

“Against such a 
background of this vendetta 
against Laetrile and those 
having anything to do with 
it, it is easy to see that the 
jurors would be swayed to 
the belief that they would be 
performing a public service 
In going along with the gov- 
ernment’s attitude,’’ he 
concluded. 

Brill also charged that 
there was insufficient evi- 
dence linking Richardson 
and Bowman to the smnee 
ing conspiracy and that 
were legal irregularities 
during the course of the 
trial. 

The 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals, however, turned 
down Brill’s argument say- 
ing that the use of Laetrile 
was not the issue in 
Richardson and Bowman's 
trial. 

Richardson and Bowman 
“were not convicted for 
pocscamie or using Laetrile 

ut for conspiring to smug- 
gle it,’ a violation of fed- 
eral law, the court stated. 

The court added that “the 
fact that the Food and Drug 

Administration may have 
improperly classified Laet- 
rile’ as a controlled sub- 
stance “is irrelevant to a 
conviction for smuggling.” 

Richardson and Bowman 
argued that smuggling of 
the drug was necessary be-

Cats get cancer much like 


" people 0. But, one of every 


our cat cancers is feline 
leukemia, a proportion 
much higher ee that of 
human leukemia. Feline 
leukemia is caused by a 
contagious virus that af- 
fects only cats, as far as we 
e virus most often 


can cause cancer of practi- 
cally any organ. And not 
only does this virus cause 
feline leukemia, but it can 
contribute to other fatal 
disorders in cats. 

Feline leukemia appears 
in a variety of forms such 
as anemia, swollen lymph 
nodes, ab problems, brain 
or spinal cord disease, ab- 
dominal tumors, and so on. 

The signs of feline 
leukemia are often quite 
vague and nonspecific. 
Frequently, the only signs 
of disease reported to me by 
an.owner are loss of appe- 
tite, loss of weight, and 
lethargy. Even after I per- 
form a careful physical 
examination, the only other 
finding may be fever. These 
are all very general signs of 
disease, and I find them 
with many other disorders. 
So my diagnosis of feline 
leukemia often rests on the 
results of various laborat- 
ory tests. Occasionally, 
even the test results are in- 
conclusive so that definite 
diagnosis can be frustrat- 
ingly elusive. 

The main thing to re- 
member is that if your cat’s 
appetite, weight, or activity 
drops, take him/her to a 
veterinarian. If the diag- 
nosis should prove to be 
leukemia, then, sad to say, 
the outcome is almost 100% 
fatal. There are experimen- 
tal treatments which can be 
tried; and there is the ex- 
tremely rare spontaneous 
recovery. But in most cases 
little can be done except to 
make the patient as com- 
fortable as possible until it 
is decided that euthanasia 
(humane death) is the ap- 
propriate course of action. 

Scientists at the School of 
Veterinary Medicine of the 
University of California 
(Davis) and elsewhere in 
the world are working on a 
vaccine against feline 
leukemia. But the vaccine 
is years away. Currently, 
the most practical means of 

reventing the spread of 
eline leukemia is to test 
any cat for the leukemia 
virus before you bring the 
cat into your home, if other 
cats already live there. 
Some cats who harbor the 
leukemia virus may be 
“normal carriers’’; that is 
they spread the virus to 
other cats but do not them- 
selves ever get leukemia. 

You might consider test- 
ing all cats in your home, if 
yan have a multiple-cat 

ousehold. Finally, you 
should be aware that if you 
confine your cat indoors, it 
is less likely to contract 
leukemia than if your cat 
spends much time outside 
contacting other cats, some 
of whom may be carriers of 
the contagious feline 
leukemia virus.

ALBANY — The Mediter- 
ranean skies, Paul New- 
man’s eyes, jeans in the 
British Isles, and the Center 
for Independent Living’s 
new transportation vans 
have two things in common 
— they are striking blue 
and in demand. 

Last week the California 
Department of Transporta- 
tion (CALTRANS) awarded 
five new vans to the Center 
for Independent Living 
(CIL). The Dodge vans. 
which are lift-equipped. will 
improve and expand the 
center’s transportation 
services for physically dis- 
abled and elderly residents. 

Each vehicle can carry 
up to 11 passengers. includ- 
ing two in wheelchairs. 

“We started our trans- 
portation service five years 
ago with one Volkswagon 
bus with a plywood ramp,” 
said Phil Draper. center di- 
rector. “Now we have some 
of the most advanced vehi- 
cles on our fleet. which pro- 
Yides services five days a 
week.”’ 

The center’s transporta- 
tion currently averages 
1.400 rides a month. The 
range and reliability of the 
service will be increased 
with the additional vehi- 
cles. 

**People who have no 
other means of transporta- 
tion rely on us for all kinds 
of needs, whether medical, 
banking, recreation. or 
shopping.” said coordinator 
John Loll. “We can mean 
the difference between iso- 
lation and getting out into 
the community.” 

The only free, 
wheelchair-accessible 
mobile service in the area, 
the transportation program 
serves residents in Albany, 
Berkeley. Emeryville and

ALBANY — State income 
tax returns filed in 1978 with 
the California Franchise 
Tax Board reported more 
than $125 billion in adjusted 
gross income. 

This was $14 billion more 
than reported on returns 
filed the prior year, accord- 
ing to Executive Officer 
Martin Huff. 

The statewide median ad- 
justed gross income on all 
returns was $11,177. Mar- 
ried couples reported 
$18,274 median adjusted 
gross income while heads of 
household reported $8,670 
and single returns reported 
$5,908. 

Contra Costa County re- 
tained its number one posi- 
tion with the highest me- 
dian income for all returns, 
$15,427. Marin County again 
had the highest median for 
joint returns, $24,896. 

The median income for 
all returns filed from 
Alameda County was 
$12,494, which gave it a 
rank of ninth among 
California’s 58 counties. 
Median income on joint re- 
turns was $20,663, sixth 
highest in the state. 

Median income on joint 
returns may be indicative 
of ‘‘average family in- 
come,’ although actual 
household income data 
cannot be derived from tax 
returns, Huff said. 

Most income is reported 
on returns, but social sec- 
urity income, unemploy- 
ment benefits, welfare 
papnets and tax-exempt 

ond interest and portions 
of capital gains, are not in- 
cluded in adjusted gross in- 
come, Huff said. About 95 

ercent of California’s civi- 
ian population is rep- 
resented on tax returns,

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SACRAMENTO — Brock 
Adams, U.S. Secretary of 
Transportation, recently 
announced a restructuring 
of the AMTRAK rail sys- 
tem, Adams’ plan calls for 
a 43% cut in service routes, 
to save $166 million dollars 
for the Department of 
Transportation. Many of 
those routes directly alfect 
the Bay Area, and a large 
chunk of the loss would af- 
fect the state of California. 

State Transportation Di- 
rector Adriana Gianturco, 
has submitted the following 
letter from her California 
office to Seeretary Brock 
Adams: 

“Dear Mr. Adams: The 
plan presented by your de- 
partment for a major cut- 
back of rail service pro- 
vided by Amtrak ignores 
many of the fundamental 
issues and problems which 
Congress asked you to 
examine. The plan does not 
answer the question of how 
to improve rail passenger 
service — it simply wields 
an axe on those patrons of 
the Amtrak system deemed 
politically vulnerable. 

The plan is well suited for 
another era—the era of the 
1950’s. It makes sense in 
terms of a world in which 
energy is not a problem, in 
which taxpayers are willing 
to expend billions of dollars 
to expand highways and 
airports, and in which there 
is plenty of cheap open land 
for such expansion, 

It does not make sense for 
the 1980’s. To the degree 
that the plan cuts back the 
network of passenger train 
service, it forecloses the 
possibility that intercity 
public transportation can 
play a part in reducing pet- 
roleum waste. Rail routes 
cannot be easily reclaimed 
once they are discarded. 
Just as with Conrail, it 
would take many years and 
billions of dollars to bring 


tracks back up to passenger 
train standards if they are 
allowed to be downgraded. 

In the case of another na- 
tional energy shortage — a 
likely occurance consider- 
ing current events in 
Iran—it would not be possi- 
ble to revive the demolished 
stations, deteriorated 
track, and scrapped trains. 
A system such as is prop- 

by your department, 
which leaves unserved the 
largest cities of 18 of the 48 
continental states, is not a 
national system and is not 
capable of serving national 
goals. 

There are also major 
questions of regional equity 
raised by the Restructuring 
Report. The already under- 
served West and South are 
victims of severed cutbacks 
in service, while the North- 
east Corridor retains all its 
service. Under the prop- 
osed route structure, 
Californians would receive 
one-fifth and Texans one- 
tenth of the per-capita Am- 
trak expenditures in the 
Northeast. 

We view this as an at- 
tempt by the department to 
destroy the national consti- 
tuency for rail service. 
Programs for transporta- 
tion improvement can only 
be undertaken feasibly on a 
national basis, and projects 
such as the Westway (NY 
City) or the Northeast Cor- 
ridor Improvement, which 
benefits only one region, 
threaten the continuance of 
such programs. 

Why should Californians 
pay for a $1.1 billion high- 
way that serves only one 
area of Manhattan? Why 
should Californians, 
likewise pay for the re- 
habilitation of bankrupt 
Northeastern freight rail- 
roads? When Californians 
are told that they will have 
to pay for hourly North- 
eastern Amtrak service, 
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Gilman & San Pablo Ave.

ALBANY — Northern 
Californians who need help 
with their basic income tax 
forms can find free tax as- 
sistance close to home, the 
Internal Revenue Service 
announced. 


Michael Sassi, IRS Dis- 
trict Director for northern 
California, said that low- 
income and elderly tax- 
payers who cannot afford a 
professional tax preparer 
can get help through the 
Volunteer Income Tax As- 
sistance program. Tem- 
porary VITA offices will be 
situated in churches, 
schools, libraries, and other 
locations convenient for 
taxpayers. 


Sassi said that tax assis- 
tance will be available in 
several languages. About 
300 VITA centers are 
operating through April 16 
in the 46 counties compris- 
ing the San Francisco IRS 
district. 


To find the center closest 
to your home call 451-1350. 
People peeing VITA assis- 
tance should bring with 
them the tax package 
mailed to them by the IRS 
and other records and re- 
ceipts which will be needed 
to complete their returns, 
such as W-2 forms, interest 
statements, and receipts 
for contributions. 


yet that the Federal gov- 
ernment cannot afford the 
few insufficient, once-daily 
California services that 
now exist, the point of ab- 
surdity is reached. 


The only rationale for the 
cutbacks which your report 
gives is a financial one. I 
submit that the alleged sav- 
ings are minor, and that 
they do not justify the 43% 
cut in the Amtrak route sys- 
tem. The $166 million sav- 
ings claimed for 1980 
amount to less than 1% of 
the Federal transportation 
budget. This would build 
about 4 miles of freeway in 
Southern California. For 
this, we would lose over 
10,000 miles of rail service. 


We also have concerns 
about fare policies and 
other matters which we will 
address in a subsequent let- 
ter.

ALBANY — Senior citi- 
zens who have taken advan- 
tage of the State of Califor- 
nia’s property tax post- 
ponement program have 
received good news. 

Michael Sassi, district di- 
rector for Northern 
California, has reminded 
taxpayers that their post- 
poned real estate taxes are 
allowable in California as a 
federal income tax deduc- 
tion for those who itemize. 

The Internal Revenue 


* Service position, Sassi said, 


is that the postponed taxes 
for senior citizens are de- 
ductible since the taxpayer 
has in effect borrowed the 
money from the state to pay 
the taxes and has agreed to 
repay the loan plus seven 
percent interest, payable on 
the sale or transfer of the 
property. 

Sassi stated that he is 
concerned that many senior 
citizens may overlook this 
deduction when they pre- 
pare their 1978 income tax 
return. 

To be eligible for the 
state’s property tax post- 

onement program, 

omeowners must be 62 or 

older, occupy their resi- 
dence and have $21,500 or 
less total household income, 
according to a recent re- 
lease by the California 
Franchise Tax Board.

DAVIS — Raw oysters are 
an aphrodisiac. Fish is 
brain food. Fact or fiction? 

Although some common 
seafood myths may have 
once been been basedon 
fact, most have no logical 
basis, says University of 
California seafood 
technologist Robert J. 
Price. 

Price did studies of the 
origins and validities of sea- 
food myths, and passes 
along his results: 

It is a myth that fish is 
brain food. Fish is rich in 
a od ive and com- 
pounds containing phos- 

horous are abundant in the 

rain, but eating fish will 
not improve your mental 
gymnastic ability. 

Raw Oysters are not an 
aphrodisiac. Oysters and 
some other seafood contain 
cholesterol, the basic build- 
ing block of both male and 
female sex hormones. But 
the human body produces 
ample cholesterol and addi- 
tional cholesterol from 
these seafoods will not af- 
fect sexual behavior or like 
love potion number 9. 

Remember the myth that 
shellfish should be eaten 
only during months with an 
~R” inthem? Actually, oys- 
ters, clams and mussels are 
safe to eat anytime. There is 
a quarantine on the harvest- 
ing of mussels from May 1 
through October 31, because 
they can occasionally con- 
tain paralytic shellfish 
poison during these months. 
Clams harvested during this 
period should be thoroughly 
cleaned and only the white 
meat prepared for eating. 

The saying about °"R’ 
months originated in 
Europe where oysters brood 
their young and are un- 
pleasant to eat from May to 
August because of the crun- 
chiness of the baby oysters 
in the brood chamber. 
Spawned-out European oys- 
ters during this period also 
are generally less tasty and 
plump. Oysters in the U.S. 
do not sit hatching their 
young and are good to eat 
throughout the year. 

It is often thought that 
dead shellfish are toxic and 
should not be cooked or 
eaten, Cooking shellfish 
alive is a good ee but 
not because they become 
toxic when they die. Rather, 
powerful digestive enzymes 
are released when shellfish 
die and these enzymes 
rapidly discolor the meat

ALBANY — Nine years 
ago Walter Wolfe aban- 
doned a lucrative advertis- 
ing career to devote himself 
to wildlife art. 


A week ago, the Califor- 
nia Fish and Game Com- 
mission selected a design 
by Wolfe entitled **Wood 
Ducks in White Alder’’ as 
the winner of the 1979-80 
California Duck Stamp Art 
Contest. The painting. a ca- 
sein watercolor depicting a 

air of wood ducks on a 
imb of alder, will be used 
for this year’s duck stamp. 

“In painting, I truly at- 
tempt to identify and por- 
tray feelings found within 
myself in the scenes I 
Daint,” the 42-year-old Con- 
zord resident said. “It helps 
me, and I hope those Who 
enjoy my Pane come 
to see and understand a 
deeper and hidden part of 
human nature.” 

Wolfe’s design was one of 
45 received in the second 
year of duck stamp art 
competition in California. 
Last year’s winner, Fort 
Bragg artist Ken 
Michaelsen, went on to win 
the national duck stamp art 
competition sponsored by 
the federal government. 

Although there is no cash 
prize for winning either the 
national or state duck 
stamp contests, winning ar- 
tists are free to sell repro- 
ductions of their designs 
which are sought after by 
wildlife art collectors. 

An avid outdoorsman, 
Wolfe traces his interest in 
wildlife art to childhood 
days of exploring the desert 
lands in Nevada where he 
was raised. He was born in 
El Centro. 

Wolfe’s painting with- 
stood the scrutiny of a panel 
of preliminary judges — 
experts in waterfowl, art 
and printing — which nar- 
rowed the field to four en- 
tries. Finalists were Wolfe, 
Roger Cruwys of San 
Rafael, Dan Silva of Yuba 
City and Martin Lewis of 
Coronado. The winning de- 
sign was selected by the 
commission at its regular 
meeting in Ventura Feb. 2.

NWF said, should place a 
higher priority on safety 
than on ‘‘alleged benefits’’ 
of new compounds. The 
NWF recommendations 
were contained in a nine- 
page study of EPA’s Prop- 
osed Implementation Ap- 
proach to Toxic Substances 
Control, which the citizens 
conservation group said 
“twas foolish and showed no 
sense of urgency”’ in deal- 
ing with the chemicals that 
are harmful to humans. 

EPA rules, when finally 
adopted, should require 
manufacturers of new sub- 
stances to pass EPA- 
designed safety tests, the 
conservation group said. 
Otherwise, the burden of 
proving that the compound 
is risky would fall on EPA 
and EPA would be able to 
prevent the manufacture of 
a harmful substance only 
by going to court.
